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In mid June we tried to clean out the 
Bluebird boxes at the garden but the 
boxes were occupied by tree swallows. 
We tried again in mid July but this time 
one was empty and two of the others 
had a wrens just ready to begin new 
families. 

The wrens are small for these boxes so 
they cram them full of twigs up to the 
level of the entry holes for their 7-8 
hatchlings. Next time you are at the 
garden or around the field bed watch 
for wrens and listen to their constant 
chattering call. The vacancy rate is low 
for some abodes in Lakewood!
